It will mom and more be recognized at the 
home "board" for all the foreign mission work 
of its denomination*. It will more and more 
plan the location of local congregations as new 
churches are established "cooperatively" by 
home missions boards "working together." High- 
er education and seminary education in Amer- 
ica will more and more conform to patterns 
established within its offices or by its consultants. 
One of these days military chaplains and chap- 
lains for the House and the Senate may well 
be appointed by the appropriate department 
of the NCC— even as it has now begun to ap- 
point overseas pastors of churches serving Ameri- 
can personnel in various centers around the 
world. 

And the tragedy of it all is that the whole 
operation is almost entirely to the left. The 
direction of movement is mostly liberal and 
hostile to the Reformed faith theologically, po- 
litically, economically and ecclesiastically. There 
is one super-Church aborning for the constituent 
denominations blindly following the NCC. Xnd 
the signs are that it will bear little resemblance 
to the New Testament Church when it grows up.

other defense of the National Council of Church- 
es against alleged "slanderous attacks bred in 
IgnofUfMff and fed on misinformation" — when 
we have reason to believe the defense itself is 
bred in ignorance and fed on misinformation. 

Such defenses of the NCC continue to appear 
in the Church papers. Invariably they are 
based on the value of the great work which the 
Churches are doing together — rejecting the 
criticisms by pointing to the cooperative ac- 
complishments of the agencies of the Council: 
service to migrants, ministry in national parks, 
relief and rehabilitation of refugees, literacy 
programs, etc, etc* 

Then the defenders usually repeat the de- 
nial that the NCC is trying to become a "super- 
Church" and dogmatically assert that the NCC 
is not a "pro-this" or "against-that" organiza- 
tion. Somewhere in the defense almost always 
a statement appears to this effect: "When the 
Council makes its views known on issues of 
Christian concern, it is the appointed leaders 
from the member denominations who do the 
speaking and who issue the considered state- 
ments." v 

HALF OF THE TRUTH 

Such defenses of the National Council of 
Churches are only half of the truth. By that 
we mean they do not come to grips with the 
criticisms at all. We know of very few people 
who criticize the NCC's service to migrants, 
the relief and rehabilitation programs, in short 
the work that the Churches do together in the 
Council. And we know few who base the greater 
part of their objections to the Council on its 



habit of speaking out on legitimate "issues of 
Christian concern." 

The Council has made the greater part of its 
enemies by activities which are seldom men- 
tioned in those spirited defenses one sees and 
hears. And there is a great deal that the Coun- 
cil says and does which is not the saying and 
the doing of those "appointed leaders of mem- 
ber denominations." 

It is against the multitude of ways that the 
Council's divisions and departments, executives 
and secretaries, staff members and "experts" — 
by direct and indirect means — seek to mould 
and influence, guide and direct, and control 
the member Churches; as well as the direction 
taken in politics, education and economics, that 
the criticisms of the Council are mounting. 

Most of the ways in which the NCC exerts 
its influence upon the Churches and upon 
the country are outside the official processes 
whereby "appointed leaders of member denomi- 
nations" gather for joint action. Acting on 
their own initiative (and presumably "speak- 
ing only for themselves") those officials occupy- 
ing offices at 475 Riverside Dr., New York, 
plan the programs, pull the strings and issue 
the directives that ultimately affect the lives 
of millions of people. 

Orders go out — and the teen-age young 
people at Ann Arbor Michigan are treated to 
a raucous play, "For Heaven's Sake," which 
establishes a new worship "form" for the Prot- 
estant community. 

Bulletins go out — and in due time state 
governments have appointed official commis- 
sions to study problems of unemployment, wel- 
fare, housing, or what have you. 
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Directives go out — and in the end legist* 
don hat been introduced in the United States 
Congress to change our government's policies 
m fimiigTSlioni migratory labor, loyalty oaths. 



Who has done more to keep ?live the "issue" 
of the f ilfl * depicting the 1966 student riots in 
San Francisco, "Operation Abolition;" and the 
alleged opposition of the Churches to the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities? 
For months no other subjects received a frac- 
tion of the editorial attention that the NCC 
devoted to these. Almost every issue of Re- 
ligious Newsweekty and of News (NCC Bulle- 
tins) reported to editors across the country the 
names of churchmen and church organizations 
falling into line with appropriate resolutions. 
No bulletins reported the possibility that there 
might be another side to the story. For months 
every issue of Interchurch News (NCC monthly 
paper) featured editorials and stories slanted 
to convey the impression of a monstrous danger 
embodied in anti-Communist groups and con- 
gressional investigating committees. Hardly a 
state or local council of churches failed to fall 
into line with resolutions of their own.^ And 
denominational conventions and assemblies fol- 
lowed suit 

The truth of the matter: the National Coun- 
cil of Churches does act independently of its 
member Churches; it is a "pn>this" and "against- 
that" organization; it already behaves as the 
headquarters of a super-Church — a sort of 
Protestant equivalent of the Vatican. In its 
areas of greatest influence it is — in our opin- 
ion — a distinct menace to the autonomy and 
integrity of its own member Churches. 



EXAMPLES OP INFLUENCE 

Here is a buUetin dated December. 1959. in 
which the Department of Religious Liberty 
of the NCC appealed to the churches and 
everybody else to write letters of protest against 
the imprisonment of Willard Uphaus. New 
Hampshire clergyman then serving a jail sen- 
tence for refusing to give the Attorney General 
a list of "guests" at his summer camp for "World 
Fellowship." In that same iaue the Depart- 
ment also urged everybody to write the White 
House on behalf of Morton Sobell. convicted 
spy in the famous case of Claus Fuchs, Harry 
Cold. David Greenglass, Julius Rosenberg. 
el. al 

Was this communication issued by the "ap- 
pointed leaders of the member denominations ? 
It was not. Nor was it an action of those 
member denominations and their representa- 
tives "working together." It was the brain 
rhild of a secretary in the Department of Re- 
ligious Liberty, sent out on his own authority, 
not as a directive nor as an official communique. 
but with the same effect 

A landslide of correspondence presumably 
followed the appearance of this bulletin. Reso- 
lutions were adopted by local congregations and 
city* and state councils of churches. Pressure 
was brought to bear upon the Attorney General 
of New Hampshire and upon the White House. 
And all on account of an independent action 
by a department of the NCC speaking only 
for itself. 

This example serves to show how the NCC 
exerts the greater part of its influence upon 
the churches: by "messages" on every con- 
ceivable subject under the sun from race re- 
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latiant to automation in industry; by pamnhiets 
and tracts and study material t^nd text books 
audi artidei; in the opinions of "experts" ;md 
"consultants" and "advisers" — executives, sec-. 
rettffies, tuff members. In very few cases do 
the member denominations themselves have 
anything to say about the avalanche of ma- 
terial by which their boards, agencies and ordi- 
nary members derive their opinions, establish 
their polides, prepare their educational litera- 
ture. 

Missions policies, educational procedures, 
worship patterns, political action — all are 
influenced and conditioned by this vast head- 
quarters of the Churches which manages to 
manipulate the Protestant bodies of America 
while preserving an image of "cooperative ac- 
tion" on the part of "all the Churches working 
together." 



INFLUENCING JOINT ACTION 

Even when the action taken is indeed the 
concerted action of the representatives of the 
Churches in a study conference or a consulta- 
tion, the NCC manages to steer the delibera- 
tions and influence the outcome of the meeting. 

Anyone familiar with the deliberative pro- 
cesses of large assemblies knows how much is 
prepared in advance and how little is actually 
done on the floor of the assembly. The NCC 
leaders are past masters at this sort of thing. 
Speakers carefully selected by those who plan 
and organize the meeting lay the groundwork 
in their addresses for the "resolutions" and 
"messages" to follow. Draft copies of the reso- 
lutions and messages are circulated with the 
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enthusiastic endorsement cf officials .< nd 
"t-xpecu." Wher the resolutions and mest iges 
c:me to the floor of the assembly for adop ion, 
minor points of d lagreement are quickly ir< n*d 
cut. Afid when die vote h taken it usi ally 
t rns out to be a "unanimous" action. 

This is quite likely the way it went in that 
famous Fifth World Order Study conference in 
which the representatives of the Churches voted 
to recommend the admission of Red China to 
the United Nations. The salient features of 
the "message" were determined by executives 
of the NCC (or "experts" selected by the staff) 
in the offices of the NCC. In the preliminary 
committee meetings the opposition which ap- 
l>eared to the controversial sections of the doc- 
ument was smoothly put down. In the assem- 
bly itself the final "message" passed without 
a dissenting vote (although we know delegates 
who did not concur in all of the recommenda- 
tions). And it is quite possible that some of 
the delegates did not really know what they 
had voted for until the storm broke in the 
newspapers. 

In other words, it was 475 Riverside Dr., 
New York, which acted in Akron, Ohio, in the 
Fifth World Order Study Conference, not the 
thirty-odd member denominations represented. 



SPEAKING TO THE CHURCHES 

The principal claim of the NCC — that it 
is a body speaking to the Churches rather than 
for the Churches — constitutes the ground 
for the severest complaints against the NCC 

Out of those New York offices pours a veri- 
table flood of opinion-making material, all of 
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it designed to influence the thinking of Chnir 
dan people and to influence the actions of . 
Christian Churches. Most of it is not "official" 
ta the sense of being the voice of some three 
doaen denominations speaking. Moil of it is 
Ml even "official- in the sense of being the 
considered opinion of the representatives of 
the denominations. Most of it is only the voice 
of executives and staff members and "experts" 
selected by them, speaking to the Churches. 

Here is a Labor Sunday Message — drafted 
by staff members of the NCC and sent out 
to be read in thousands of pulpits across the 
land. And here is a Race Relations Sunday 
menage — drafted by staff members of the 
NCC and sent out to be read in thousands of 
pulpits across the land. Here are articles on 
migrants, on religious liberty, on Church and 
State problems, on the immigration laws of the 
U. S., on right to work laws, on medical care 
for the aged under Social Security, on the rights 
of conscientious objectors. 

Here are study books for the denominations 
to use in their own programs; and films; and 
"authoritative" text books on everything from 
camping to economics; and worship materials 
to be used on special occasions such as the World 
Day of Prayer. 

The denominations have very little to do 
with the preparation of most of this material; 
nor do they edit it before it goes out. Their 
representatives may offer suggestions (as Pres 
byterian US representatives offered suggestions 
for improving Servants of God in People's 
China, a World Missions study book for 1963) 
but the NCC is not bound to take them (as it 
didn't in the case of Servants of God in Peo- 
ple's China). 
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Are the denominations bound to use the ma- 
terial? No, and when it is especially bad a 
sensitive denomination may leave a particular 
study book off its list (as the Presbyterian 
Church. US, finally left Servants of God in 
People's China off its list although leaders of 
the Department of Campus Christian Life have 
recommended it) . Are the denominations 
compelled to adopt the teachings enunciated 
in the material? No. Then how can it be said 
that the NCC is dominating the denominations? 
Well how else do you dominate the thinking 
of people than by dictating what they read and 
hear? 

Take another example: Last year the Labor 
Sunday message was on the danger of automa- 
tion in industry; and about how the Churches 
should be interested in doing something about 
the evils of automation. That message was 
drafted in the offices of the NCC and sent out 
(as usual) to be read in thousands of pulpits, 
over radio, over TV; and printed in virtually 
all Church papers and magazines. Was it a 
binding pronouncement of the NCC? No. But 
it had the same effect. Churches passed reso- 
lutions on automation. City and state coun- 
cils of churches passed resolutions on automa- 
tion. More recently state governments have 
appointed committees headed by clergymen to 
study the evils of automation. Bills have been 
considered for introduction into Congress. And 
why? Because all of the Churches working to- 
gether have said something? No. Because the 
Interchurch Center has said something. 

Take another example: Last year an inter- 
national conference on problems of immigration 
was held in Switzerland. Before that confer- 
ence convened the National Council of Church- 
es summoned its own conference on immigra- 
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tion. The representatives o£ the Churches duti- 
fully came together. At it the cue in mil such 
study conferences, they first heard care- 
fully selected speakers pointing out the 'flaws 
in U. S, immigration policies. Then they were 
offered a document critical of those policies to 
consider. How had the document been draft- 
ed? Under the auspices of the NCC. of course. 
When the final draft was approved by the con- 
ference, it went to the international meeting as 
an expression of the opinion of the American 
Churches. The upshot? Resolutions in churches 
and councils of churches on the "unfair immi- 
gration policies of the United States/ 9 Most 
important: resolutions were introduced into 
Congress designed to change the immigration 
policies of the United States. 

Where did it all start? There's no telling 
where the original idea came from to involve 
the Churches in the business of immigration, 
but that idea was translated into action in the 
offices of the NCC 

We were recently studying an article on the 
problems of migrant workers in America, sent 
out by the Division of Home Missions last year. 
This article has no official status at all. It is 
introduced by remarks indicating that it was 
written informally by one of the lady staff 
members of the Migrant Ministry office. It 
went to ministers, churches, editors of religious 
publications. It was a "timely" protest against 
the injustices visited upon laborers who work 
the great farms of our country, and a request 
that those interested write their Congressmen. 
It was issued just before the National Study 
Conference on the Church and the Migrant 
Labor Situation convened in Washington, D. C, 
and no doubt greatly influenced the "findings" 
of the conference. 
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A MKHACB tO THI CHUftCHU 

It is for such as these that we believe the Na- 
tional Council of Churches to be a menace to 
its own constituency. It is not primarily — or 
even to any considerable extent — a spiritual 
organization. It is not primarily an organiza- 
tion through which the Churches work together. 
Its greatest influence in not exerted by the 
representatives of the denominations meeting 
together. It is in effect a closely-knit group of 
executives and other churchmen running the 
affairs of the Churches by direct and indirect 
means — looking toward the day when there 
will be one super-Church in America with a 
single headquarters. 

It is patently untrue that the NCC does not 
seek to become a super-Church. This is pos- 
sibly true of the vast majority of its constituents, 
but they have very little to do with determining 
their own plans and programs these days. It 
is almost certain that a proposal to allow the 
NCC to ordain ministers and administer the 
sacrament* will be laid before the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. This proposal was not brought 
before the last General Assembly mostly lor 
reasons of strategy. 

Meanwhile the NCC will continue to tighten 
iu control over the programs and the planning 
of the denominations. Its youth meetings will 
continue to feature off-beat dramas and shock- 
ing films. Its denominations will continue to 
bring their Christian Education curricula closer 
and closer together by coordinating them under 
the authority of text books prepared by NCC 
"experts." (At this moment a dozen denomi- 
nations, including the Presbyterian Church, US, 
are cooperating in the preparation of new edu-
